NONSENSE 

About Britain's Coiistitutioiinl 

Sovereign. 

New York, Nov. 7. — The Sun's 
London cablegram says: During the 
jiast few weeks there has been a per- 
sistent rumor that Queen Victoria was 
aiding and abetting Prince Alexander 
of Bulgaria in his daring grab of Rou- 
melian territory. The Queen authorizes 
an emphatic denial of all stories relat- 
ing to any personal or dynastic intrigue, 
Tho despatch, which was evidently 
written by Sir Henry Ponsonby at the 
Queen's personal dictation, is even 
angry in tone and indicates she con- 
siders that the suggestion of such a 
misuse of her power is almost a trea- 
sonable insult. This despatch from Ii.il- 
moral was shown this evening to a 
Peer who is a member of the present 
Cabinet and is in close personal and of- 
ficial relation to Salisbury. Salisbury 
said, on reading the despatch: "Her 
Majesty is behaving with her custom- 
ary prudence. She has evidently ignor- 
ed her personal inclinations and is ask- 
ing advice of her lawful counsellors. 
This is the third time within as many 
weeks that she has refused to exercise 
powers that are undoubtedly among 
the pri rjgatives of the crown. The first 
case was that of Louis Kiel, whose 
sentence she could have commuted by 
••.a single word, but she only referred 
the matter to the Colonial Office; the 
second case was the Burmese difficulty. 
Her Majesty is Empress of India, and 
no power on earth could have prevent- 
ed the annexation of Burundi if she 
had no willed and ordered, but she 
chose to leave the affair in the hands of 
tho Indian Office. In the Balkan busi- 
ness the Foreign Office is aosolutely 
unhampered by any orders from court. 
If blunders are made, we will have the 
undivided responsibility. If we succeed 
in our plans, the credit will belong to 



Mormon Influence In Arizona. 

According to the Tucson Citizen 
there is a disposition in eoiiio quarters 
to attribute the recent changes in the 
judiciary of Arizona to Mormon influ- 
ence. The late court has dealt vigor- 
ously with the Polygamists and upheld 
the Edmunds law in letter and spirit. 
It is not hinted that the appointing 
power has been consciously bending to 
Mormon influence, nor is there any 
reason to suppose that tho newly a])- 
pointed Judges will construct the law 
more favorably to the Mormons, but 
Mormon managers are shrewd and 
subtle. They understand that changes 
of the judiciary and officers of justice 
will have the general effect of retard 
ing the progress of proaec aions, and 
of breaking up the continuity of sys- 
tem by which their offences are brought 
to light. There is also an open question 
regarding new officials. The former 
judges have proved themselves beyond 
Mormon influence. The new ones may 
be quite as inaccessible, but there is al- 
ways the chalice of a pliable man get- 
tint; upon the bench, and ilio oftener 
changes can he engineered, the more 
numerous the chances. The power of 
Mormon ism is traced in the mysterious 
disappearance of the Anti Mormon Act 
of the last Arizona Legislature from 
the archives of that body, and the ab- 
sence of its enacted substitute from the 
published laws, although the original 
bill is on file in the proper office at 
Prescott. 

Mormon influence is powerful and 
far reaching, as might be expected from 
the organization of .the church. There 
is a minute system of observation which 
selects the most capable men to carry 
out its policy, and its pecuniary re- 
sources are always sufficient. One 
tenth of the product of Moruiondom 
goes into the coffers of tho church — an 
immense tribute which the hierarchy 
can apply to its own purposes without 
being called upon for account. "The 
Zion's Co-operative Store" almost 
monopolizes the trade of the commun- 
ity and the proffts go to the church. 
There is a large corruption fund ready 
for use whenever occasion requires, and 
in the past its weight has often been 
strongly indicated. There are also busi- 
ness and political relations between the 
Church and the Gentile world, which 
may be used to advance Mormon in- 
terests in the most unexpected quar- 
ters. 

Knowing these facts, the part of 
wisdom would seem to be the perma- 
nent retention of judicial officers in 
Mormon communities, whenever they 
have proved their zeal and honesty. 
No question of politics should be al- 
lowed to enter into the manner of deal- 
ing with thoso communities. The only- 
test should be that of trust worthiness.

WIDELY DIFFERENT CASES. 

The high mission of the press ia to en- 
lighten and, if need be, correct public 
opinion. When it dues this it is a bless- 
ing. The ambition of a section of tho 
press in this country would appear to bo 
perversion of truth and misleading public 
opinion for tho attainment of selfish or 
political endB. In so far as it adopts this 
lino of policy the press becomes a curse. 
And such, it would really appear, is the 
lino of policy our juvenile evening con- 
temporary has marked out for himself. 
Starting out under the flimsy guise of 
"independence'' ho has comptetoly out- 
done professed oppositionists in misrepre- 
senting the actions of tho government and 
slandering its members. In unscrupu- 
lousness and malignity ho is peerless — 
oven out-IIerods old Herod on tho banks 
of the FraBor. Dealing in sweeping asser- 
tions and cowardly innuendo, ho appar- 
ently hopes to succood in writing his 
narty (!) and himself into "pap." But, 
over-estimating his own abilities and sad- 
ly underestimating tho intelligence of the 
people, he is not likely to succeed. Brit- 
ish Columbia had a long and by no menus 
agreeable experience of the party, the 
demoralized "rump" of which our con- 
temporary would like to seo return to 
power, and the recollection of how public 
affairs were managed under their regime 
is assuredly not. such as would be calculat- 
ed to beget a desiro for a repetition of tho 
experiment. Practical common sonso will 
comparo then and now, and the compari- 
son is little likely to create a dosire for a 
change. 

Apropos of the abovo reflections, our 
contemporary endeavors to make this 
journal and the government appear in- 
consistent in opposing the False creek 
squatters of last session and upholding 
the Granvillo squatters of the present. 
But there is really no parallel between the 
two sets of cases, In the former, a num- 
ber of ounapiratorn made a bold attempt, 
under the cloak of "poor settlers," to 
acquire something like a thousand acres 
of the choicest of the land un- 
der agreement to bo conveyed to 
the Canadian Pacific railway company; 
but tho claims, being grounded neither on 
law nor equity, could not possibly be 
recognized by the government; and it 
was hardly likely that it Mould receive 
any consideration at the hands of the 
company. The caso of tho Granville 
squatters was, however, essentially and 
entirely different. Tho Granville town- 
site had been locked up for years, and 
thoae from time to timo requiring build- 
ing sites on which to erect homes could 
not purchase; and it was under these cir- 
cumstances that a number (some eight or 
nine, we believe) ran the risk of build- 
ing upon vacant lots trusting to tho fair- 
ness of whoever might place tho townaite 
on the market to afford them an oppor- 
tunity of acquiring a title to such lots. 
When tho government became aware of 
these cases they had already agreed to 
oouvey to tho railway company the unsold 
portion of Granville townaite. These 
squatters having no legal claim the gov- 
ernment could not give them tho lotB; 
but, recognizing what might fairly be 
consideied an equitable claim to consid- 
eration, if not to the lots, the govern- 
ment stepped forward and arranged favor- 
able terms for them with tho railway com- 
pany. To be parallel is, according to 
Webster, "To be equal to; to resemble in 
all essential points." The reader will 
readily perceive how very far from ful- 
filling these conditionn tho two ca3es 
above outlined are; and it will, we think, 
be generally admitted that, while neither 
justice nor equity demanded the inter- 
vention of tho government in behalf of 
the False creek squatters (even if such 
intervention had been possible) tliey were 
acting in harmony with public inter- 
eat and the principle of eternal justice 
and equity in securing from tho railway 
company favorable terms for the Gran- 
villo squatters. 

MEL. 

The doom of this wretched man would 
seem tu be sealed. Preparations are com- 
pleted for his execution to-'morrow, and 
all appeals for the commutation of his 
sentence will, we think, fail. Why tho 
matter of his punishment should resolve 
itself into a question of race or religion 
is more than we can understand, In his 
wild writings at and before Batoohe this 
impious man professed to hold com- 
munication directly with the Almightly. 
Ho referred in his "messages from on 
high" to the Indians and half-breeds as 
God's chosen people and offered, like 
Moses of old, to lead them to tho Prom 
ised Land. In too many cases ho led 
them to the scaffold. Kiel is entitled to 
no sympathy from loyal men, and the 
universal wish of all such ia that he 
should suffer to-morrow that punishment 
which his misdeeds have provoked.

SERVIAN-BULGARIAN WAR. 

The Sci'viaiis Victorious in (he 
First Fight. 

Bulgarians Retreat ai Every 
Point. 

King Milan's Address to His 
Subjects. 

Prince Alexander's Orders to 
the A viii y. 

I,ater Accounts of the Skirmish. 



Belgrade, Nov. 14 —It is officially an- 
nounced that a force Bulgarians, on Thurs- 
day, attacked a body of Servians near 
Varzin and tho Servians returned fire. 
Ton Bulgarians wore killed or wounded 
and were left on Servian territory. Sev- 
eral of the Servians were wounded. In 
consequence of the attack of tho Bulgar- 
ians tho cabinet on Friday decided 
to declare war. Servian troops 
have captured Tarn and occupied tho 
heights. 

Tho Servian army crossed the Bulgar- 
ian frontier at 1 o'clock this morning in 
threo divisions. At Tsaribrod ICIissura 
and Bregova they met with no resistance 
in croaaing. Sharp lighting occurred at 
Tarn, on the Vlaaina road, and at Kua- 
tendil. Many were kilied and wounded 
on both aides. The Bulgarians retreated 
at all points. Tho whole Servian army is 
now in Bulgarian territory. 

Phillippopolis, Nov. 14. — Great on- 
thusiasm and excitement provails in this 
city. Troops aro being hurried forward 
to the defense of Solia, and tho war fever 
which recently diod out is again at high- 
eat pitch. 

Pbsth, Nov. 14. — When tho announce- 
ment of Servian declaration of war was 
made in tho Hungarian declaration, ic was 
groeted with cheer upon cheer for Servia. 

Bkrlin, Nov. 14. — The North German 
Gazette maintains that the fact that Sor- 
via has declared war against Bulgaria will 
not alter the prospects of tho Balkan con- 
ference. 

London, Nov. 14. — A dispatch from 
Belgrade this evening atatea that King 
Milan to-day informed tho powers that 
Servia has declared war against Bulgaria 
because Bulgaria arbitrarily attacked a 
position which the Moravia division of the 
king's troops hold in Servian territory op- 
poaite tho Bulgarian frontier. 

King Milan also issued a proclamation 
which ia in aubatance as follows. Servia 
cannot allow Bulgaria, which has already 
proved a hard neighbor, to disturb tho 
balance of powers in the Balkans to her 
exclusive advantage. He then alludes to 
what he calls unjustifiable Bulgarian cus- 
toms duties on tho frontier, tho unlawful 
seizure of Begrova and tho oncourage- 
ment by Bulgaria of Servian rebels con- 
demned for high treason. (King Milan 
here refers probably to Potro Paulovich, 
the Herzogovinian chief, and Pashico, tho 
radical leader \vho was expelled by King 
Milan.) Troops of revolutionary proclama- 
tion signed by thoBe men and distributed 
throughout Servia were recently found 
by Servian officials, and tho hitter claimed 
they were disseminated by the revolution- 
ists under Bulgarian protection. This, 
Bulgaria denied, claiming they were 
many miles from tho Servian frontier, in- 
terred in a fortress. King Milan also 
also alludes to the alleged ill treatment of 
Servian emigrants in Bulgaria, and tho 
blockade of the frontier by Bulgaria and 
alleged attacks by undisciplined Bulgar- 
ian voluntoers on Servian people and 
troops. In conclusion, tho king s tya, I 
cannot suffer these international provoca- 
tions, and I therefore adopt a policy of 
open hostility, which has beer, forced on 
me by Bulgaria. Servia'sjust cause rests 
now on arbitrament of arms .and tho pro- 
tection of tho Almighty. I rely on my 
people's patriotism. 

Sofia, Nov. 14 — Prince Alexander in 
an order of the day to tho oIKcora and 
men of his army says: King Milan has 
declared war against us, and has ordered 
the Servian army to invade Bulgaria. 
Our Servian brethren, instead of assisting 
us, wish to ruin our country. Show your 
courage now, and defend your mothers, 
wives and sisters, and homos. Pursue 
and annihilate tho cowardly and treacher- 
ous enemy. Let forward bo your battle 
cry, brethren, and may God aid us and 
grant us victory. 

VLAS3INA, Nov. 16, — A skirmish has 
taken place near hore between Bulgarian 
and Servian troops. Eleven men were 
killed and twenty wounded. Tho Bul- 
garians have retired from Tarn, Tsaribod, 
Klessuria and Bregova. 

Sofia, Nov. 14. — The Servians com- 
menced operations by a vigorous attack on 
the Bulgarian position at Bewskedol. Tho 
cannonading still continues. 

Later — Tho Servians descending from 
the heights Dastchoni and Kladenda, oc- 
cupied tho Bulgarian -villages of Milos- 
lawtzo, Zeeline, Gard and Sevonthein in 
the Tarn, district. They met with no op- 
position. No serious action has yet 
occurred. The Bulgarian troopa have 
left for the frontier whilo others are ad- 
vancing by forced marches from eastern 
Roumelia. Tho Sorviana have made no 
hostile move in the direction of Widdan. 
Prince Alexander has tolographod the 
sultan aaking his intention in regard to 
tho integrity of tho Ottoman empire. 

London, Nov. 14. — A dispatch from 
Pirot says in the fight near Vlassina three 
Bulgarians, including the prefect of Tarn, 
wore killed and aovon wounded, and that 
four Servians were woundod.

Services to be held 
in all churches, and flags hoisted at half- 
mast.

IRELAND. 

Dublin, Nov. 14. — Three hundred ten- 
ant farmers at Voughal, county Cork, have 
demanded a 25 per cent, reduction of 
rent. The landlords' offer of 15 por cent, 
reduction was rejected. The tenants have 
deposited their rent money in the banks. 

At Garrick-on Suir a mob of 2000 per- 
sons armed with pitchforks and scythes 
expelled the polioo, who were trying to 
servo writs of ejectment.

CALIFORNIA. 
San Francisco, Nov. 14. — To day was 
tho timo sot for hearing argument on the 
motion for a new trial on tho Sharon di- 
vorce case buforu Judge Sullivan. Gen. 
Barnes, one of Sharon's counsel, inform- 
ed tho court that the defendant was dead 
and by consent of both aides, the court 
ordered the ease stricken from tho caleu- 
dar, to be replaced at any time upon mo- 
tion. 

Tho San Francisco stock exchange 
board, of which Mr. Sharon was a mem- 
ber, to-day resolved to remain closed on 
Monday next, and that members attend 
the funeral in a body on that day. 

It is stated this afternoon that tho late 
Senator Sharon loft instructions to his 
trustees by which 800,000 is to be donated 
for tho improvement of Golden Gato park 
and another $50,000 to be used for char- 
itable purposes. 

Tho funeral of the lato ex-Senator 
Sharon will take placo from Grace church 
at 1.30 p. m. on Tuesday next. 

Sometime ago counsel for G. W. Tay- 
lor, Max. Gumpol and others, accused of 
felony for their connection with the mat- 
ter of decoy contract of tho Sharon ca8e, 
made motion before Judge Wilson to have 
tho indictment set aside against the 
members. The grand jury that found the 
indictment as said to have been prejudic- 
ed against tho defendant. Examinations 
of all members of grand jury was com- 
pleted to-day. The motion was submit- 
ted and promptly denied, and tho de- 
fendants have been previously arraigned 
a plea of not guilty entered and caso con- 
tinued to bo set for trial. 

The lighthouse board givo notice that, 
on December 1st a fog bell, struck by ma- 
chinery, will be established in tho now 
bell tower at Ediz Hook light station, 
Straits of Fuca, \V. T. , during thick and 
foggy weather. A Bingle blow at intervals 
of fifteen seconds will bo struck on this 
bell.

ENGLAND. 
London, Nov. 14. — The declaration of 
war by Servib against Bulgaria cauaed a 
depreasion in the London stock market.

GERMANY. 
Berlin, Nov. J4. — Lieutenant Schwat- 
ka, of Berlin, will sot out on an expedi- 
tion to the north pole next spring. 

BULGARIA. 
SOFIA, Nov. 14. — The following has 
just been issued by the government: "The 
Servians having invaded Bulgaria to day, 
near Tsaribrod, before declaring war, 
Bulgaria has decided to uphold the na- 
tional cause by nil tho means at her dis- 
posal. Iutonao excitement prevails. Act- 
ive preparations aro being made to de- 
fend tho city. A number of heavy guns 
aro grounded in available poaitions, com- 
manding the different roada leading to tho 
city. 

UNITED STATES. 
Galveston (Texas), Nov. 14.— Tho 
weather to-day ia springlike and warm, 
and business generally has been resumed. 
Stores are open, but tho city has a holiday 
air about it. People are quietly going 
about with very sad f.icua. Several thou- 
sand people constantly visit tho burnt 
district, and small smouldering fires are 
still seen here and there. The fire de- 
partment is tearing down dangerous chim- 
neys and clearing the Btreets in the vicin 
ity. Relief commissions are actively at 
work to-day, and every pour and penniless 
family have been temporarily but com- 
fortably sheltered. Telegrams of sympa- 
thy and aid continue to arrive.

Fighting licgiin A Decisive 

liattlc Pending. 

Servia and Bulgaria. 



London, Nov. 1.1 — The Servian gov- 
ernment has informed M. Rangobo, acting 
Servian agent in Bulgaria, that in conse- 
quence of tho unjustifiablo attack on 
Servians and the invasion of Servian ter- 
ritory by Bulgarians, Servia has decided 
to declare war against Bulgaria. The Rus- 
sian government haB stopped tho annual 
subvention of 15,000 ronblos to Princo 
Alexander. 

Belgrade, Nov. 14. — Tho Servian 
army is marching in three divisions on 
Sofia; General Horvatovich commands 
the left wing; General Leshyania the 
right and King Milan the centre. Tho 
whole force is expected to concentrate at 
Solia on the 22nd Nov. The roads aro 
covered with snow. 

Dispatches from the front say sharp 
fighting has occurred between tho ad- 
vance guards of the Sorvian and Bulgar- 
ian armies on the road between To in and 
Blasina. The Bulgarians retired. 

The Servian division is marching from 
Pirol, direct un Sofia. They will proba- 
bly have the Srtt decisive battle of tho 
war early to-morrow, when they are ex- 
pected to reach a difficult and rocky gorge 
of the Dragonian defile, where a number 
of Bulgarian battalions have been con- 
centrated, and where a atand may be 
made. 

London, Nov. 14. — A dispatch from 
Belgrade says it is officially announced 
that tho Bulgarians having attacked the 
Servians at Veasins, King Milan accepts 
tho act as a declaration of war. Peace, 
therefore, ends at six o'clock this morn- 
ing. King Milan has assumed command 
of the Servian army. Active operations 
began at once. 

Later —Tho Servian army has com- 
menced moving forward and an advance 
on Solia is anticipated. The troops dis- 
play much enthusiasm. 

A liifi FORGERY. 

A Check for Purporting 
to be Signed Ity K. Ftl. Steele, 
Sent mere From San 
Francisco For 
Collection. 

A check for &750O purporting to be 
drawn by R. M. Steele, was received by 
the Portland savings bank for payment, 
on Wednesday evening. It waa seen at 
first glance to bo a forgery. It is drawn 
on a blank of the Willamette savings bank, 
the word Willamette having been erased 
and the word Portland written above it. 
It is dated October 9, and to a certifica- 
tion stamped across the face tho name of 
R. L. Durham ha3 been forged. On the 
back is endorsed the nanieof R.M.S'.eelo, 
and under that Union Contract company 
and Calvin Pratt. As one of tho forged 
checks mentioned in a dispatch from 
Pendleton yesterday, as having been pre- 
sented at the First National bank there, 
from the Pacific bank, was signed Union 
Contract company, and Calvin Pratt, the 
forgeries aro probably all by the Bamo 
person, and aro supposed to be the work 
of Pratt. There seems to have been no 
attempt to imitate the signatures of Mr, 
Steele or Mr. Durham. The throe endorse- 
ments are all in the same handwriting as 
the signature of Pratt. It is impossible 
to eay upon whom the loss will fall, as it 
is not known whether tho check was 
negotiated at the Pacific bank or received 
on deposit from some customer who had 
negotiated it. The bank was at once noti- 
fied by telegraph of tho forgery, but no- 
thing haa been heard in reply. 

Calvin Pratt ia well known hero, having 
been an engineer employed by the Oregon 
Railway & Navigation company to mako 
measurements and pass upon tho work of 
constructing the Palouso branch of their 
road. He was brought back after ho had 
left hero to explain some supposed crook- 
edness, which waa allowed to pass as a 
mistake. He had an account with the 
Willamette savings bank, and the blank 
on which tho forgod check ia made was 
probably taken from a check book he had 
at tho timo. — Oregonia.il, 13th.

prived of his bed. 

Mr. Bole, for the defense, addressed 
the jury, asked them to add a rider to 
their verdict, condemning the syatein un- 
der which the penitentiary was managed, 
characterizing it as worthy of the worst 
days of King Boniba. 

The prisoner addressed the jury and 
made a number of charges against the 
officials for persecution and cruelty. 

Mr. McColl, for the crown, addressed 
the jury. 

Tlie judge, in his charge, said the evi- 
dence, if true, would go in mitigation in 
punishment. 

The jury found tho prisoner guilty, but 
recommended that an icvesaigalion into 
the conduct of the penitentiary should bo 
held.

Supreme Court. 

(Ilefore Sir SI. B. Begbfe, C. J.) 

November 14, 1885. 

SAYWAUD VS. DUI'ONT. 

This wes a claim for the recovery of 
§3000, being half of a sum advanced 
by defendant to plaintiff to enable the 
latter to make a preliminary payment on 
the purchase of a one-fifth interest in the 
Hastings mill property. 

Mr. A, E. B. Davie, in opening the cane 
for tho defence, mentioned that trial was 
had beforo on a misrepresentation and 
the case for tho plaintiff had then failed. 
The position defendant took was that tho 
speculation was mutual and that plaintiff 'a 
failure to observe his portion of the 
agruemont had been the cause of serious 
loss to defendant. So far from defendant 
having benefited whatever from the ad- 
vance of this sum, it had not only been 
lost but also a larger sum paid by defend- 
ant, who had suffered a reduction from 
one-fifth, to one-twentieth of his interest 
iii the property. When Mr. Say ward 
came forward and asked for what might bo 
considered a specific performance of the 
agreement he should first show that ho 
himself had performed the promise un- 
der which the defondant entered into his 
engagement. 

His lordship remarked that tho arrange- 
ment was that Mr. Say ward should ad- 
vance the money. Tho loss of the defend- 
ant was not due to Mr. Say ward's failure 
to so advance, but his own neglect to 
carry out his own obligation. 

Mr. A. E. B. Davie said tho representa- 
tion on tho document made by defendant 
promised one half of a one fiftli interest 
in the property and to repay to Mr. Say- 
ward out of tho proceeds of tho first salo 
of defendant's lands at Coal llarbor half 
of the money advanced. Mr. Say ward 
had not shown that ho had carried out 
his part of the agreement. 

There was no obligation or. the part of 
Dupont to make that repayment unless 
Say ward was prepared to carry out, not 
merely to carry on, his part of the agree- 
ment. Iu short, the promise could not 
bo called an unqualified one. Dupont 
had raised money, §7000, to meet tho 
next payment, at a great sacrifice, owing 
to Sayward's refusal to pay, and in conso- 
ijuence Dupont had been compelled to re- 
linquish three fourths of his one-fifth in- 
tor'.'st in the said mill and lands. Plain- 
tiff had held tho property for the time be- 
ing and prevented defondant making 
arrangements or taking other measures 
possibly more advantageous to retain the 
property than tho original terms agreed 
upon between plain till* and defendant. 
Defendant's promise was upon the condi- 
tion of the monetary payments by plain 
tiff from time to time. 

Upon defendant's counsel preparing to 
put his client in the box, his lordship said 
ho had understood at the last trial that 
the jury, and oven counsel, had agreed 
that it was not a question of fact but of 
argument between counsel. If it was pro- 
posed to submit further evidence tho 
point was, was ho in a position to listen 
to that evidence? Either party had a right 
to insist that every question of fact should 
be tried by a jury . 

After some further discussion it was 
agreed by counsel that the evidence taken 
before his lordship should be decidod by 
him without a jury. 

C. T. Dupont sworn — At t ho time of f he 
agreement I had no interest in the Hus- 
tings Mill company. Tho sum of 80000 
advanced mo by plaintiff was devoted :m 
first payment in a one fifth interest in tho 
Hastings mill property. Later, another 
payment of £35, 000 became dun, of which 
my share was 87000. Upon tho refusal 
of plaintiff to pay this sum I was com- 
pelled at a sacrifice to sell a portion of my 
share, reducing it from ot:i!-fifth to one- 
twentieth, and from this relinquishment 
and the sale of other land 1 obtained 
$7000 which was paid toward the remain- 
ing portion left to me. Two thousand 
dollars of the 87000 was obtained from 
the Bale of a portion of my share. Of tho 
next payment I was only able to pay one- 
fourth— §2654 25. I was compelled to 
relinquish three-fourths of my interest in 
the purchase and throe-fourths of the 
amount which already had boon paid 
from February, 1885. My own loss 
was, deducting defendant's $5000, $%54, 
in addition to (he reduction of interest 
Tho next day after payment an advance of 
50 per cent was offered me for its sale and 
refused. To day that same property 
which I acid f ir S'JOOO is selling and can 
be sold at $0500. The net profits of tho 
Hastings Mill Company in the last twelve 
years have averaged 5^7,000 a year. The 
value of the 304 acres which go with tho 
mill is saleable to-day at §1,500 per acre. 
Immediately adjacent property is selling 
to-day from 83,500 to $4,000 per acre. 
Tho actual value of tho 304 acres is 
8450,000 which, with the value of the 
mill, is 8850,000. Deducting 8305,01)0, 
cost of purchase, and tho prospective gain 
in 8554,000. The fifth of this equals over 
8110,000, which owing to the reduction of 
my share which, if maintained by plaintiff, 
would have been shared by him. My loss 
has been 827,500 [A document between 
Dr. Powell, Mr Campbell and Mr. 
Hoathley, dated 22nd July, was handed 
in.) To the allegation in the pleadings I 
say I mado no misrepresentation to the 
defendant whatever— merely stated facts. 
I have never made any other agreement 
with Mr. Say ward. 

To Mr. T. Davie — Some time in May I 
held one-third of two-tenths of 1,000 
acres there. My figures of tho profits of 
tho Hastings Mill Co. I got from tho 
books which I think show the truo profits. 
Tho principal business part of the null ia 
shipments sent on orders and not on con- 
signments. I believe when lumber is 
sent away it is charged to Dickson, Camp- 
bell & Co., San .Francisco. I believe 
thero was a largo judgment against this 
company. Not as far s>" I know doeB any 
money earned by tho mill go in liquida- 
tion of the judgment; in hot, no judg- 
ment now exists against this company. A. 
portion of the 304 acras the owners have 
agreed to convey to tho Canadian Pacific 
railway, who are to have tho right to a 
lino of way and one-third of the pro- 
perty. Thero is no arrangement to re- 
linquish the waterfronf. In giving the 
right of way a certain portion is distinctly 
debarred from appropriation by thero. 
That portion is the laud upon which the 
mill and its buildings aro placed. With 
thia exception they can taku.their right of 
way where they please. I made tho ar- 
rangement with Mr. Sayward boforu gqing 
into tho mill purchase. I would not have 
undertaken it if I had thought I would 
have had to put any of my own money in 
It, having all I oould do if other direc- 
tions. I told Mr- Sayward what the pay- 
ments would havo to be and that time 
was tho essence of tho contract. I suid 
that Mr. Iloss had shown a letter from 
Mr. Yan Horno to Air. Ross, saying in ef- 
fect that they would leave arrangements 
with private property owners to Mr. Ross 
-^-nothing about taking over any of my 
land. I spoke to Mr. Van Horno about 
tho letter and he said Robu should havo 
shown the rest of the letter which'quali- 
fiod his no wer. Mr. Ross imbued us with 



the idea that he was in the confidence of 
the Canadian Pacific railway. We havo 
had no offers nor havo we tried to boII any 
of the property. Plenty of property out- 
side the agreement has been sold. At 
that time we contemplated making a large 
profit out of the land upon its fructifica- 
tion — to complete its purchase out of the 
sale of a portion of the property. I did 
not toll tho defendant that Mr, Smithe 
was interested in it. I may have told him 
that Mr. Robson was interested iu it, and 
at that time he was. 

His lordthip objected that this was not 
rolorant to the case. 

Witness continuing — I relinquished 
three-fourths of my one-fifth interest in 
tho land, the only understanding being 
that if its sale realized a profit of 100 per 
ceut. I would get back, not my interest in 
it, but one-twentieth of 87000. 

To Mr. A. E. B. Davie — The agreement 
with tho Canadian Pacific railway was 
made on Wednesday last at Victoria. 

Upon the court re-asacmbling, 

L. Erb doposod — I remember defondant 
offering to sell me lota at Coal Harbor, 
first for §100 and then for $50 per acre. 
This was some time iu July last, and the 
property he told me was Dr. Powell's. 

To Mr. A. E. B. Davie — There wuro no 
intermediate prices offered mo by defend- 
ant. 

Wm. Power deposed: Tho special 
value of lands at Coal Harbor I can .lot 
state; the speculative value was largo, in 
viow of the terminus of the Canadian 
Pacific line haine located there. 1 know 
of one case where a purchaser of lota at 
8140 per lot cannot dispose at 8125 per 
lot. Upon certain statements made to 
me by plaintiff I was induced to advance 
a sum of money to him, which, iu con- 
junction with a similar amount of his 
own, ho advanced to defendant. Two 
representations mada to mo wore, first, 
that the terminus of tho C. P, It. would 
take half of the land at cost, and, as a 
clincher, that Mr. Smithe and Mr. Rob- 
son had an interest in the mill property. 
Afterwards, in a personal explanation 
made in the house, Mr. Robson denied 
having any interest iu tho property, and 
Mr. Smithe has since personally informed 
me that he has not and never had any in- 
terest in it whatsoever. On tho repre- 
sentations I mentioned I also induced 
two other gentlemen, Mr. L. Erb and 
Captain Van Bremor, to invest in the 
property. 

Mr. T. Davie mentioned that ho had an 
affidavit of Mr. Yan Horno to tho effect that 
he never wrote a letter or in any way 
authorized any person to utate that tho 
Canadian Pacific would purchase private 
property at Coal Harbor at cost or at any 
other price. 

Mr. A. E. B. Davie said th* very sum 
which was now being sued for was lost iu 
consequence of the plaintiff's failure to 
carry out his agreement and, in addition, 
that defendant's actual loss had been 
83750. 

His lordship— It is evident to mo that 
one mado a conditional promise and the 
other made no promise at all. The oon- 
aequence of such a document might bo 
that evidence in relation to it would lead 
to litigation, but the document ilsolf is, 
perhaps, almost without precedent in the 
nature of its construction, and it was left to 
the ingenuity of the latter part of the nino- 
teeth century in this moat acute part of 
the world, to devise such an instrument. 
There are principles, of courso, laid down 
which will govern this or any other instru- 
ment — the principles of right and wrong. 

Mr. A. E. B. Davie — Mr. Sayward 
launches the case on tho score of fraud, 
and failing, then claims tho restitution of 
the money he advanced, refusing to admit 
that ho entered into the scheme a3 a mat- 
ter of speculation on tho principle of 
"'heads 1 win, tails I loso. " 

His lordship— Ono thing is certain; sue 
has hound himself to something and I 
don't think the othor has bound himself 
to anything. 

Mr. T. Davie adverted to the suggestion 
that plaintiff in tho event of a profit aris- 
ing from tho speculation intended to avail 
himself of tho agreement, but iu event of 
it3 proving a Ions to require the money 
advanced, as being ontirely unsupported 
by fact, and it had by no means been tho 
plaintiffs intention to act thus, the 
reason for his refusing to make further 
monetary advances was that ho- had not 
at first been awaroof the magnitude of tho 
amount involved. It should be remem- 
bered also that defendant had made 
the first approaches iu tho matter. 
As regarded the principle of right or 
wrong, the justico of defendant's claim 
that ho should be recouped one half of tho 
money ho had advanced, was, counsel 
thought, perfectly clear. In the legal 
aspect tho question rested upon whether 
tho covenant was dependent or independ- 
ent. In some cases a covenant was distinct- 
ly dependent on another, in others inde- 
pendent, and to this latter category the 
present covenant belonged. If it is to be 
that tho observance of one should bo held 
upon that of the other it would render 
the plaintiff in his failure to advanco only 
a trifle short of the required sum liable to 
loso nil that he had paid. Such an ex- 
treme construction placed upon the agree- 
ment would, ho felt aure, not be enter- 
tained. 

His lordship— It ia evident that tho re- 
sult of the purchase was never contem- 
plated by eithor party to the caso as any- 
thing but a sure thing. The fact that 
plaintiff never hesitated to agree to the 
proposal wont to show that for his part 
he looked upon it in anything but a spec - 
ulative light. 

Mr. T. Davie— I submit that tho con- 
sideration in the agreement, extending to 
the first promise of defendant in the mat- 
ter of repaying the half of tho first ad- 
vanco did not extend to that part of the 
agreement relative to the completion of 
tho purchase. 

Tho case then closed, his lordship an- 
nouncing that he would reservo his de- 
cision.

The Hallway Officials ai New 
Westminster. 

Ooneral Manager Van Home and party 
were mot on their arrival at New West- 
minster on Thursday last by Mayor Diok- 
inson, ,f. A. R. Homer, M. P., and Jas. 
Cunningham, M. P. P., president of the 
board of trade. After the party had ex- 
amined the proposed site for station and 
terminal buildings the board of trade pre- 
sented Mr. Van Horno with an address, 
congratulating him on the completion of 
the liuo, and urging that New Westmin- 
ster ho placed on the main line. 

Mr. Van Home, in his reply, referred 
to the great benefit that the operation of 
the road would bo sure to confer on Brit- 
ish Columbia, and in answer to questions 
put by Messrs. Cunningham and Homer 
stated that work would be commenced on 
tho branch line at once if weather would 
permit Tho rails would have to bo 
ordered from England and would be at 
Now Westminster iu Juno or July, and it 
was intended to have the roadbed ready 
for them when thuy arrived. They could 
safely count on having the branch lino in 
operation by the 1st of July. Through 
ratos would he the same to Now West- 
minster and Victoria, and would bo regu- 
lated by Northern Pacific competition. 

Speaking of tho branch line, ho said 
that for the proseut it would stop here. 
Eventually, however, they hoped to ex- 
tend the line down to the terminus as a 
loop lino. The line along Burrard Inlet 
would lie the main line, however, because 
it was shorter than this, and, consequent- 
ly, could bo operated more cheaply. He 
had no doubt that large quantities of 
freight would reach tho railway at this 
city, but the amount would depend upon 
the enterprise and energy of the poople 
themselves. The syndicate would givo the 
two terminal cities (Now Westminster and 
Vancouver) an equai chance, and tho suc- 
cess of each would depend upon its oiti- 
aens. Tho service mi the branch lino 
would bo regular and thorough. With 
respect to the proposed railway connection 
between this city and the sound country, 
Mr. Yan Horno said he was of opinion 
that this trade could bo handled much 
more cheaply and effectively by steamer 
than by railway. His company had not 
considered the question fully yet, but at 
present he doubted if a railway in this 
direction would be a financial success. 



Hudson's Kay. 

A good deal has boon said of lato about 
the supposed feasibility of a route through 
Hudson's bay for transportation of tho 
products of tho middle portion of the 
continent to Europe. Tho project has 
boon commended on the claim that it 
would give a comparatively short rail 
route, and thureby m ike transportation 
choap. Tho projectors havo expressed a 
belief that lines of railroad from the cen- 
tral portions of the continent, reaching 
as far south as Colorado and Kansas, 
would converge upon Hudson's bay. 

Lieut. Fred. Schwatka, of Oregon, in 
an article rooontly published, explodes 
this idea. He shows that the route could 
bo open but a few weeks in each year. 
For seven or eight months tho ioo ia a 
solid body, and after it breaks up the 
channel is often closed by drift ice, evon 
in July and August. Schwatka gives this 
from personal observation. Ships trying 
to force thoir way into tho opan sea are 
liablo to be caught in dangerous ioe-traps. 
Usually in August, though aomotimoa 
not till the latter part of the month, the 
straits loading into Hudson's bay are cloar; 
but it is only a little time, as tho days 
grow shorter, till the ioo begins to form 
again. Tin- period of open water i» so 
short that, Schwatka siya, a vossol oould 
only "dash in" fur a cargo, and would bo 
lucky to get out. 

This, in all "probability, is a correct 
judgment. Even the route by our groat 
lakes is closed half tho year; and it re- 
mains to be demonstrated whether the 
Canadian Pacific railroad, though lying 
far south of the country to bo traversod 
beforo reaching Hudson's bay, can be 
operated in winter with practical reaulta. 
— Uretjonian.
